Professor leading recall drive says written 
threat and white powder came in the mail

Retired Palo Alto Judge LaDoris Cor¬ 
dell, a vocal opponent of the movement 
to unseat Judge Aaron Persky, has ac¬ 
cused recall leader Michele Dauber of 
staging a mailed rape threat containing 
white powder, which caused two rooms 
at Stanford Law School to be evacuated 
yesterday. 


“I’m glad that the powder was harm¬ 
less. I also question the timing of all of 
this. This has the hallmarks of a publicity 
stunt,” Cordell said. “I say that because it 
is clear that the tide has turned.” 

Dauber said one of her former students 


opened the envelope, which appeared to 
have been mailed from the Boston area, 
to find the note reading, “Since you are 
going to disrobe Persky, I am going to 
treat you like ‘Emily Doe.’ Let’s see

17 dead in school shooting 

Suspect described 
as volatile, strange 

Just before the shooting broke out, 
some students at Marjory Stoneman 
Douglas High School in Parkland, Fla., 
thought they were having another fire 
drill. 

Such an exercise had forced them to 
leave their classrooms hours earlier. So 
when the alarm went off yesterday after¬ 
noon shortly before they were to be dis¬ 
missed, they once again filed out into the 
hallways. 

That’s when police say 19-year-old 
Nikolas Cruz, equipped with a gas mask, 
smoke grenades and multiple maga¬ 
zines of ammunition, opened fire with a 
semi-automatic weapon, killing 17 peo¬ 
ple and sending hundreds of students

Former teacher guilty of molestation

A jury yesterday found a for¬ 
mer Palo Alto elementary school 
teacher guilty of molesting his 
ex-girlfriend’s daughter for three 
years starting when she was 11. 

Michael Airo, 36, of San Mateo, 
who had been out on $500,000 bail 


for two years before the trial, was 
taken to jail following the unani¬ 
mous verdict. He was convicted 
of one count of continuous sexual 
abuse of a child and three counts 
of child molestation by duress. 

He faces at least 15 years in 
state prison for the abuse and 
could theoretically be sentenced 


to up to 40. Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty Superior Court Judge Allison 
Marston Danner set Airo’s sen¬ 
tencing hearing for April 19. 

Airo’s attorney, Michael Arm¬ 
strong, requested that Airo be al¬ 
lowed to remain out of custody 
until his sentencing date, but Dan-
